On October 13, 1890 in the town of Nor- 
man, Oklahoma, Cardinal Moran of Aus- 
tralia, then touring the United States incog- 
nito, stopped for food and rest at the home 
of Connell Bernard McGinley, whose wife 
Katherine, formerly a teacher in the govern- 
ment Indian school, had just given birth to 
a son. The Cardinal’s special blessing given 
to the infant Conde McGinley seems in retro- 
spect to have marked him for the path in life 
he was to choose. 

Of necessity Conde, at the age of seven, 
helped support his family by selling news- 
papers and was known as the “boy with the 
dog” for he was never without his faithful 
friend. Given a Christian education by his 
devout pioneer parents, young Conde was 
deeply impressed by the scenes of lawless 
drunkenness that characterized much of the 
wild West; and during his life never touched 
a drop of liquor. Some of the most colorfui 
figures in American history, including Ger- 
onimo and Bill Cody, were visitors in the 
home. In his youth he was traffie manager 
for a wholesale grocery firm, then sold 
tractors and other farm machinery, and later 
developed the first tray service for serving 
food in automobiles. In 1929 he established 
the first drive-in restaurant in the East, a 
small stand in Belmar, New Jersey, which 
swiftly grew to five thriving restaurants 
employing 150. persons. 

At this time Conde became interested in 
the work of the Reverend Charles Coughlir:, 
buying large quantities of his paper Social 
Justice, which he would distribute at the 
doors of churches. He then became increas- 
ingly aware of the menace of the communist 
conspiracy. In the mid-30’s it became obvious 
that FDR, in his role of bootlicker for inter- 
national Jewry, was bent upon involving 
the US in a European war, the end result 
of which has been the handing over of untold 
millions to communist slavery and the 
erection of the illegitimate state of Israel. 
Conde McGinley, perceiving the danger, 
joined the America First Committee, which 
included such illustrious patriots as Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and Senators Robert 
Taft and Burt Wheeler. After many hard- 
ships and struggles the efforts of these 
patriots failed, and American youth fought 
and died “for the Four Freedoms.” 

‘Due to wartime restrictions and loss of 
help, the restaurants were closed and Mr. 
McGinley went into a war plant as an in- 
spector, and commenced to write a column 
for small newspapers. 

World War Ii ended, as Father Coughlin 

~ had predicted, in a triumph for communism. 
It was then that Conde McGinley decided to 

_ devote his life to saving this nation from 
this Jewish inspired and controlled scourge

bombed three times, windows were broken, 
employees were harassed, and the editor was 
illegally arrested, and released. One by one, 
eleven printers were intimidated by the 
enemy, after which permanent arrangements 
were made for the printing. These incidents 
give eloquent testimony to the effectiveness 
of COMMON SENSE. 

In spite of constant pressure, he always 
maintained his singular Oklahoma sense of 
humor akin to that of Will Rogers. After a 
siege of unusual tension he would find relief 
by spending time with his dogs and through 
working in his garden. 

The man called a hate-monger and an 
anti-Catholic by a press in bondage to the 
enemies of our republic, was a devout Cath- 
olic. He brought many converts into the 
Faith, and by his example directly caused

humility of Saint Francis. Many times he 
stopped his work to help his neighbor in 
need. Constantly he prayed that he might 
do the will of God in this struggle against 
Christianity, and frequently interrupted his 
busy day with prayer.

From out of the midst of battle God has 
seen fit to call his warrior and servant Conde 
McGinley unto eternal peace. His passing, 
mourned by us who still have faith in the 
heritage of America, should provide the 
occasion for a rededication to the eternal 
values of Christian civilization which he 
fought so hard to preserve.

Patriarch Of Patriots 


Conde McGinley is dead. No man loved 
God and country more than he. He was 
taken from us July 1, a Feast of Our Lord, 
and was buried on the Fourth of July. What 
could be more fitting for a man who labored 
all his life for God and country? 


In my intense quest for the truth about 
communism I called upon Conde McGinley 
in October, 1961, intending to spend a few 
hours learning what I could from a leading 
anti-communist. Instead I remained with him 
11 days. The moment he looked upon me 
with his friendly, blue, sparkling eyes deep 
set in his wholesome, ruddy face, I knew that 
here was the one man to whom I could 
pledge allegiance. There was an aura of 
tranquility abeut him, a peaceful reassurance, 
a halo ef godliness, a magnetic attraction 
which combined to create the most truly 
Christian man I have known, Despite his 
gentle way, Conde McGinley possessed the 
heart of a lion, the spirit of a falcon, and 
the tenacity of his three bulldogs who 
guarded hin. 

For more than 30 years he crusaded 
against the enemies of God and man with 
his one weapon—the clean sword of truth. 
“The truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth,” appearing in the masthead of 
COMMON SENSE, was his motto, and he 
never once swerved from the difficult path 
he had chosen. Under his inspiring direction, 
his publication struck at the very core of 
treason—the Marxist conspiracy. 

He was physically assaulted, poisoned, 
sued, and jailed. Through all this he was 
miraculously protected. He never quit; he 
never knew the meaning of the word. 

This man, once successful in business, 
sacrificed his all in the battle for America. 
He died with a minimum of worldly goods. 
He was buried in a 14-year old suit, the 
only one he bought in 20 years.
